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The Floor as the basis of your colour scheme 


A FOREWORD BY THE FELTEX EXPERT IN INTERIOR DECORATION 


HE most vital force in interior 

decoration to-day is colour. If you 

are a little uncertain of your own 
ability to handle new colour combinations, 
then seek inspiration from a favourite 
piece of china, a picture, a piece of em- 
broidery. Having assembled the colours, 
distribute them, guided by this profes- 
sional decorator’s “Rule of Three,” which 
allots colour in the following degrees of 
importance :— 


1. The basis, or floor covering colour. 


2. The secondary colour, introduced in 
curtains, upholstery. 


3. The accent colour, featured in such 
accessories as cushions, lamp bases, 
ornaments, flower vases, cigarette 
boxes, etc. 


The floor covering, occupying the great- 
est amount of colour area, demands first 
consideration. From it will evolve the 
entire colour scheme, down to the minut- 
est detail of choice of book ends. and 


lamp shades. If the floor is wrong, the 
whole room is wrong, and nothing can 
put it right. So remember, the point 
from which you will start your decorative 
scheme, must at all times be the floor. 


Most helpful in the handling of modern 
colour is the rule of contrast. An all- 
pastel room will lack something of the 
character and distinction of a room 
where the colour balance is more evenly 
held. 


A dark floor demands pastel upholstery 
and curtains, and is the perfect back- 
ground for lacquered furniture and mod- 
ern waxed woods. The rule of opposites 
calls for highly polished woods and a 
more formalised curtain arrangement to 
lend dignity to a light floor covering. 


Maple, walnut, mahogany and cedar are 
shown off to the greatest advantage by 
pastel greens, blues, maizes, and violets. 
Blonde and lacquered pieces against bur- 
gundys, dark -blues, dark greens, and 
terracotta. 


Below are two highly successful “Rule 
of Three” colour plannings. Notice how 
you can check each colour in definite 
meaning and relationship to each- other 
colour. 


1. Floor—Burgundy. 


Curtains, upholstery— Mushroom pink. 
Cushions, lamp bases, accessories— 
Egg shell blue. 


2. Floor—Hyacinth blue. 


Curtains, upholstery—Smoky mauye. 
Cushions, lamp bases, accessories— 
Chartreuse. 


Wall to wall floor covering answers the 
demand for a gracious and dignified 
background for all that is finest in interior 
decoration. 


Small rooms appear larger; the line of a 
chair, the fall of a curtain, all look better 
against the unbroken harmony of a 
wall-to-wall covered room.
